OTTAWA-—Amendments to the 
Dominion Elections Act were given

ALBERTA MOTORISTS 
ENDORSE PLAN OF 
TRACTOR PATROLS 


Alberta is squarely in line for a 
tourist invasion on a record scale this 
season. Reports from the south, from 
the east and also the west confirm ex-' 
pectations of this being a period when 


this province. 

The Alberta, Motor Association has 
in season and out, stressed the prim- 
ary value and vital need of firet-class 
highways in this province. As point- 
ed out by President A. B. Mackay on 
various occasions attracting of tour~ 
ists to Alberta means a whole lot to 
the farmers and will spread undream 
ed of benefits td business conditions in 
this province. 

Motorists have, therefore, found 
considerable satisfaction in the an- 
nouncement that the Provincial Gov- 
ernment is adopting a new highway 
maintenance scheme this year. The 
towns which are working on a 50-50 
basis with the government will have 
the advantage of a motor patrol in 
that power driven equipment will be 
on the job daily scarifying and drag- 
ging thus carrying out a “blading” 
service. Pieces of roadway will be 
scraped and graded which will mean 
that gravelled highways will be kept 
in proper shape and form a delight 
for the thousands of tourists who are 
pianning to visit Alberta this year 
Practically all of the towns on the 
main highway between Lethbridge 
and Edmonton will have the benefit 
(f this ‘“blading’’ service while there 
will be only a nominal charge to cov 
er the costs. 

Boosters of oiled roads will also feel 
satisfaction over the announcement 
that the Government intends to con 
tinue its experiments on gravelled 
roads. While certain sections were sub 
jected to initial tests last year, it is 
the intention to make further com- 
parative examinations this season.

Under pre 
sent plans sections between Calgary 
and Bowness will be oiled in addition 
io stretches of highway near Edmon 
ton.

UNDER-NOURISHED? 


Our “Poor Little Rich Boys and 
Girls” Seem To Be Under-nourished 
More Often Than Their Poorer Play- 
mates. 


Poor childrén are more healthful 
than those coming from wealthy fam 
ilies. At least recent investigations 
seem to point that way. 

Several years sgo the Department 
of health of the City of New York 
conducted a survey of one million 
school children and found that 216,- 
000 or more than twenty per cent 
were seriously under-nourished and 
in immediate need of a physician’s 
care; while 611,000 or oyer sixty per 
cent were on the borderline of malnu 
trition; and only a trifle over seven 
teen per cent perfectly normal. 

This created much comment at thé 
time, but undoubtedly most fathers 
and mothers outside of New York or 
other metropolitan centers decided 
that under-nourishment was largely a 
city problem and that their particular 
children were in no danger whatever.

Journal pf Education, however, Dr 
Daniel R. Hodgdon outlines the re- 


~~ —~| sults of a more recent investigation 


which seems to prove that undernour 
ishment is not the sole property of 
the poor child but rather that it leans 
toward the children of the family of 
moderate means, and even more for- 
cibly toward those of well-to-do par- 
ents. rY 

Dr Hodgdon has unearthed some- 
thing that should be of vital interest 
to the parents of today.’ After an in- 
vestigation in three schools he found 
that thé percentage of malnourished 
children showing more than ten per 
cent underweight was never as high 
in a school patronized by poor child- 
ren as in another catering to the well 
to-do In a third school attended by 
children from families of modern 
ineans the percentage of under-nour 
ished was lower in certain grades 
higher in others and tied in one with 
that of the poorer school—but as a 
whole the tots of modern means were 
uot as healthy as the poor childnen. 

Percentages were kept by grades. 
In the first grade the high percentage 
of malnourished children was found to 
be in the school attended by children 
from middle-class homes. In the sec- 
ond, fourth, fifth, sixth and seventh 
grades the children from the well-to- 
co families made by far the worse 
showing. In the third grade the mod- 
erate and well-to-do tied for the poor 
est showing—the percentage being 
more than twice that of the poorer 
children in the third school. 

There is evidently food for thought 
here. It jooks as though lack of food 
.s far less responsible for under-nour 
ishment than the eating of the wrong 
food. 

Ait any rate in one of the schools 
mentioned above two groups of mal- 
nutritious children between the ages 
of five and six years were selected so 
that there were twenty childern in 
each group. One group was fed or- 
ange juice and milk; one teaspoonful 
of orange juice with each glass of 
milk. The other group was fed plain 
pasteurized milk of a good quality. 

The orange fed group had an aver 
age gain of two and one-half times 
that of the milk fed group at the end 
of twenty weeks and in the orange 
fed group there was no evidence of 
inalnutrition left. 

According to Dr. Hodgdon “the ad 
vantages of orange juice over miik 
tor recess periods are many It con- 
tains lime in a small amount. It fur- 
nishes an excellent iron salt. It, sup- 
plies vitaminea—especially ‘C’ which 
pasteurized milk rarely does.
